It’s a level of shame brought forward, 
according to Turner and Margold, by a particu- 
lar brand of feminism that was prominent dur- 
ing the 1970s and continued into the 1980s. In 
Canada and the U.S., activists vandalized porn 
outlets, arguing that pornography is, in and of 
itself, abuse of women. Their cause was fur- 
thered, Margold theorizes, by police and the 
U.S. government. Margold says these camps 
drew a connection between adult films and 
child pornography and snuff films, which 
members of the industry consider as sick, 
twisted and perverse. 


Porn fights back 


Having fought against allegations of child 
pornography and snuff films for more than two 
decades, Margold is now a board member of 
the Free Speech Coalition, a trade organization 
that offers a bounty of up to US$20,000 for 
information leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of people involved in child pornography. 

The money has been awarded on two occa- 
sions: first to U.S. Attorney General Janet 
Reno, who refused to accept the reward; and 
recently to another individual, who donated 
the money back to the coalition in lieu of 
membership fees. 

Margold has heard all the allegations made 
toward the adult film industry and he has a 
defence for every one: 

Claim: The adult film industry exploits 
women. 

Margold: “How can you be exploiting a 
woman when the woman is being paid two or 
three times as much as the male star?” 

Claim: The industry forces people to per- 
form sexual acts by use of death threats. 

Margold: “Isn’t it true that the teeth are a 
faster reflex than the trigger finger?” 

Claim: Adult film stars are all drug addicts. 

Margold: “If they are, then how come the 
lust is there? If you're balling somebody who is 
not all together there in the head, it’s going to 
come out on camera, isn’t it? But what you see 
is a consistent flow of animalistic lust and it’s 
very hard to create that if you're in a perpetual 
haze. It ain’t going to look too good if you see 
people staggering around.” ; 

Another common claim about the industry 
is that the people who work in it end up there 
only because they've failed in the mainstream. 
However, while in Los Angeles researching his 
book The Pornographer’s Poem, Canadian 
author Michael Turner discovered the very 
opposite. He met students majoring in film at 
UCLA, who were attending the school for the 
sole purpose of getting into the lucrative adult 
film business.

After nearly two hours of off 
and on sex, the male star reaches 
his climax and the director yells: 
“Cut. That's a wrap.” He pulls out, 
removes his condom and he and 
Lake return to their dressing 
rooms to shower, reapply their 
makeup, change outfits and go 
back to shoot any remaining 
scenes. 

With the exception of the sex, 
Lake says the adult film industry 
isn’t very different from Holly- 
wood and in some ways it’s better. 
“This industry is run by very busi- 
ness-minded people,” she says. 
“There aren't any drugs on the set. 
We go to work, do our jobs and go 
home. It’s all very professional.” 

Lake decided to work specifical- 
ly in adult entertainment — she 
didn't have any intention of mak- 
ing it in mainstream. Although her 
adult film career has led to some 
mainstream gigs, she’s content on 
staying in adult entertainment for 
the time being. 

“I've seen mainstream sets in 
L.A. where mothers are dragging 
little girls and forcing them to do 
auditions against their will,” adds 
author Turner, who wrote pulp 
porn titles like Pussy Lovin’ 
COuntry Boy before he penned 
more mainstream works like Hard 
Core Logo and American Whiskey 
Bar. 


Victims and perpetrators 


Most adult film stars aren’t 
subjected to abuse at work; how- 
ever there are exceptions. “It’s just 
like any other industry — there’s 
good employers and bad employ- 
ers,” says Turner. “In many cases, 
women who worked for bad 
employers have hired themselves 
and formed their own production 


companies.” And while most per- 
formers don’t face problems on 
the set, it’s a different story away 
from it. Bill Margold calls it “socio- 
logical damnation.” Adult film 
stars are seen as dope-addied per- 
verts. That's why he’s lobbying to 
raise the minimum age for per- 
formers from 18 to 21. “I don’t 
think, quite frankly, that they’re 
ready at 18 for what’s going to 
happen to them,” Margold says. 
“What's going to happen to them is 
nothing really bad (within the 
industry). But it’s sociological 
damnation, because we're in this 
hypocritical society that jacks off 
to us with their left hand and push- 
es us away with their right.” 

As a response to the problems 
adult film stars may face, a non- 
profit organization was created 
called Protecting Adult Welfare. 
Headed by Margold, the group has 
a 1-800 line for film stars to call if 
they run into financial, physical or 
emotional problems. Such difficul- 
ties include alcoholism and drug 
abuse, being discriminated against 
by the public and abuse within the 
performers’ own homes. 

“It’s very difficult to live with a 
woman who is making adult 
movies ... you're going to become 
jealous and you're going to 
become possibly abusive and frus- 
trated,” Margold explained. “There 
are situations that are economical- 
ly driven when the people don’t 
have enough money to pay the 
rent or eat, so we support them. 
PAW will give them grants or loans 
or emergency funding until they 
can get back onto their feet.” 


Censor censorship 


From his office in Seattle, Dan 
Savage answers questions about 
relationships, sex and love. Savage 
is the mastermind behind Savage 
Love, a weekly sex advice column 
published in 150 newspapers 


across North America, including 
SEE Magazine. Recently, Savage 
advised a writer “Giddy School- 
girl” to have sex with her teacher's 
assistant. Outraged many readers 
responded. A few weeks later, 
“Giddy Schoolgirl” wrote back to 
say she is in fact sleeping with her 
TA. She also addressed Savage's 
offended readers: “Why are they 
reading your column anyway?” 

Savage responded: “People who 
don’t think TAs should fuck their 
students read my column for the 
same reasons so many other easi- 
ly-offended people read my col- 
umn: they enjoy being offended.” 

And that’s exactly why Savage is 
opposed to the censorship of adult 
materials. 

People may be offended by 
some of the content in adult films, 
but it’s the car crash effect — they 
ean’t help but watch it. Savage 
fears that if adult films were made 
illegal again, it would only make 
the production and consumption 
of it more dangerous. 

“You only make it worse if you 
try to suppress it,” he says. “You 
make it more dangerous for peo- 
ple to acquire and they're going to 
acquire it, danger or not. And you 
make it more difficult for people 
to produce it and they're going to 
produce it, legal or not... it 
should be regulated and controlled 
and safe, but it shouldn’t be made 
illegal.” 

In fact, Savage encourages peo- 
ple to become more accepting of 
adult materials. “People shouldn't 
be afraid of their own desires,” he 
says. 

“I don’t think the desire for stim- 
ulus is shameful or negative or 
naughty. It’s natural.” He’s pleased 
when he sees the slow but sure 
mainstreaming of adult entertain- 
ment into society and the new 
marketing strategies that appeal to 
the average, middle-class adult.

Edmonton ravers fear Calgary's harsh new bylaws

a sunny Saturday afternoon and on the 
[cue steps of the Alberta Legislature a 
bride and groom happily pose for wedding 
pictures along with family and friends. 
Everyone's dressed in their best formal 
wear, the men in black and white suits with 
bow ties.and the women in flowing dresses, 

bouquets of flowers in their hands. 
But on the north side of the Legislature 
the atmosphere is completely different. 
Music is blaring from speakers. A DJ's 


turntables are set up under a giant tent in 
front of the building. Young people wearing 
tank tops and baggy pants laugh and dance 
to a tune that seems to repeat itself over and 
over again for 20 minutes straight. 

It’s an outdoor rave and the dancers are 
there to send a message to the government: 
raves are safe and should not be banned. 

Last Saturday’s eight-hour demonstration, 
which easily matched marathon anti-private 
health demonstrations for duration if not 
numbers, was arranged by Craig Wanless, 


co-founder of the Canadian Society for 
Preservation of Electronic Music and 
Dance. The group was formed as a response 
to the municipal and provincial govern- 
ment’s strategies on dealing with problems 
that have facing the all-night dance parties. 

Last week, Calgary city council passed a 
bylaw regulating raves, making it more diffi- 
cult for organizers to stage the events. 
Under the new law, organizers must pay a 
$250 licensing fee, as well as outline plans 
for staffing, security, medical care and emer- 
gency procedures. They must also give the 
city 45 days advance notice of a rave. 

“It’s going to throw (raves) right back 
underground,” Wanless says of the Calgary 
law, which takes effect this fall. “They're 
going to run into a lot more problems than 
what they've already had.” 

Wanless fears some rave organizers may 
try to cut corners and organize raves with- 
out city approval. If that happens, Wanless 
said, raves in Calgary will become more like 
those in Toronto, where raves are some- 
times held underground, in warehouses that 


lack water, proper security and adequate — 


until September. 

City councillor Michael Phair says 
Edmonton probably won't pass a bylaw that 
is as tough as Calgary's. The city is more 
interested in regulating dance clubs. 

“I think with the one-time events, it’s rela- 
tively easy to find some guidelines tha! 
everyone can agree with, but with ‘rave 
clubs’ it’s quite a different story. There are 
some different issues,” said Phair. 

Those issues, according to Phair, include 
regulations on how clubs operate and the 
degree of drug use and sales they host. 

Because all-night dance clubs don’t serv’ 
liquor, they are not covered by regulations 
for most places that operate almost all nigh! 

“Most of those places do serve liquor, s° 
there are regulations they have to follow, 
said Phair. “The people who are involved ir 
the selling or purchasing of drugs are, | 
think, more likely to go to a place that is 
there all the time, where they can e

“It was a more grandiose plan at the 
beginning,” said Mark “It was going to be 
the whole country, and we were going to 
drive and we were going to go every- 
where in order.”

Maybe CBC could take a lesson from its own star-making past and

the 1960s may remember a daily 
CBC television series called 
Music Hop. For some the pro- 
gram may be a vague memory. 
There were only two channels to 
choose from back then. But any- 
one who seriously liked music 
probably remembers the half-hour 
show. 

On Mondays the show would be 
broadcast out of Halifax and by 
Friday, Vancouver would be the 
host centre. The pre-Chilliwack 
band known as The Collectors 
were the house band on the West 
Coast and artists like Tom North- 
cott were regular guests. 

For this fan, in junior high 
school, it was always the Wednes- 
day edition of Music Hop that 
was rarely missed. 

Taped in Winnipeg, the prairie 
segments featured The Guess 
Who, which in an earlier incarna- 
tion had one huge hit called 
Shakin’ All Over. 

This new version of the group, 


The run started with These 
Eyes, picked up steam with tunes 
built on wonderful hooks like 
Laughing, Undone and No Time, 
and, as far as the sales were con- 
cerned, peaked with American 
Woman a few years later, long 
after Music Hop was cancelled. 

So 30 years later I find myself 
sitting in the Centrium in Red 
Deer, that city’s fabulous mini- 
coliseum, awaiting the arrival of 
Cummings, Bachman, Peterson 
and company, after having missed 
the Edmonton date thanks to a 
previous Jazz City commitment. 

Two and a half hours later I 
leave the venue convinced you 
can go back and relive the glory 
days with old heroes if all the 
variables are in their proper 
place. 

Five 50-plus men, all originally 
from the "Peg, knock off close to 
30 hit tunes in just over two 
hours. They were so impressive 
in every facet of the performance

Richard Thompson grew up in 
the suburbs of London, which 
might come as a surprise to those 
who believe he sprang fully 
formed, guitar in hand, from the 
forehead of Riffi*, the Celti¢ god- 
dess of nimble fingers. He knows 
all about the suburbs; his new 
album, Mock Tudor, revolves 
entirely around the theme. How 
about it, Richard — Suburbs: good 
or evil? 

“When I was. a kid, I found it 
very frustrating, living in the sub- 
urbs,” said Thompson. “And as 
more and more, especially the 
American suburbs, revolve around 
the automobile, heaven help us if 
the gas runs out and we're miles 
from the 7-Eleven. ~ 

“I think they’re basically just a 
bit boring,” he continues, but just 
before we go and raze all those 
houses and let nature reclaim the 
strip malls, Thompson has another 
point to make: “That boredom can 
be a creative thing. I suspect that a 
lot of good music has come out of 


the suburbs, certainly a lot of the . 


‘60's stuff like the Rolling Stones, 
the Yardbirds, the Beatles. 
Perhaps the blank canvas is inspir- 
ing.” 

Thompson has certainly made 
the blank canvas work in his own 
favor during his three-decade 
career as the best guitarist and 
songwriter ever. 

Yet somehow most of the world 
has found a way to not know 
about him. 

He has never had a hit, his fol- 
lowing is most typically described 
as ‘cultish’ and his North American 
label, the bastards, recently

One might think he deserves 
much better, like maybe just one 
big hit record, but Thompson 
knows on which side his bread is 
buttered.

side has always been secondary, 
really, just because it’s the nature 
of the business. It's harder to 
reach the audience on that side 
because the record market and 
radio don’t really aim at my audi- 
ence. So I have to do the best I 
ean, circumvent and find people 
wherever I can, so let’s stop 
dreaming, shall we?” 

Okay, scrap the hit song talk. 
And as far as being spurned by a 
record label is concerned, most of 


Thompson's fans would be just as ’ 


happy if he were to treat them like 
an ex-lover and turn the whole 
experience into another of the 
heart-crushing songs he has made 
his songwriting name on. So just 
what is it about a sad song, any: 
way? 

“Well, I think there’s beauty in 
the sadness, somehow. I'm trying 
to think of the first sad songs that | 
remember hearing, listening to the 
Everly Brothers, even as a kid al 
age seven or eight, before I knew 
what being sad was all about in the 
emotional sense. Just that sweet 
sadness, it was so beautiful. I sup- 
pose I just like it and we've al! 
been there, so it's shared experi- 
ence.

Wi: it seemed like the radio was going to go out like a burnt bulb 


in the 1990's, doomed to become as obsolete as Heavy Metal with 

the advent of music video channels. But as we careen into the 

present, which feels more like the future every day, television with it’s 

heavily controlled and therefore limited content, has become the 

newly threatened form of entertainment with the vast pool of 
encroaching new media being facilitated by the Internet. 

When it really.comes down to it, music is about music, and anybody 
who's really down for the count doesn’t need’ to watch a bunch of 
record company employees jump around to the beat modelling next 
year’s department store discounts when there’s so many people who 
are producing their own awesome beats without a record deal or a 

screen test. That isn’t to say you can’t find a lot of music video online, 

but the massive audio:offerings found-in the ever-increasing number 
of Web sites these days far outweigh any selection or diversity found 
in the limited world of radio and television put together. Hooray for 
that. 

Since sifting through piles of new tracks or DJ sets found on the 
Web can be a lot of work in itself because of the sheer volume of 
selection, Internet radio stations are becoming the new way to catch 
the sound that’s going around. There are now hundreds of them that 
play the many forms of new music and most allow you to listen end- 
lessly without annoying commercials or yapping radio “personalities.” 

It's obvious why traditional forms of broadcasting are, well, a joke 
in comparison. The Internet radio has a dial that spans the planet and 
is free from limitations imposed by official national regulators (read 
censors) like the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTC). Because the operating costs of an Internet radio 
station are minuscule compared to AM or FM, stations can operate 
without being at the mercy of their sponsors, concentrating on deliver- 
ing the funky goods to your ears. 

As the full list of audio streams worth hearing is too huge for this 
page, here’s some of the best sites to tune into for the sounds of tech- 
no, house, hip hop, dub, avant-jazz, drum+bass, tech-step, jungle and 
everything in between.

Age and working his way through 
the days of the fur trade, the

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New Shaffflick sparks the rediscovery of blaxploitation

he success of John Singleton’s 

Shaft has done more than final- 

ly give Samuel L. Jackson a role 
equal to his charisma; just try find- 
ing a copy of the original Shaft 
starring Richard Roundtree at your 
local video store these days. 
People are going back to the 
source to check out how John 
Shaft put it to the man and pleased 
the booty back in 1971. Clearly the 
potential is there for a rediscovery 
of the genre of blaxploitation. The 
question is, is it worth the trouble? 

Shaft and its blaxploitation pre- 
decessor, Sweet Sweetback’s 
Baadasss Song, arrived at a time 
when the big movie studios were 
facing serious financial problems. 
But Sweetback, made for less than 
$500,000, raked in $10 million in 
the matter of a few months despite 
an X rating, and Skaft fared even 
better. Studios realized there was 
a vast black movie-going audience 
that wasn’t being tapped and, in 
the four years following Shaft, pro- 
duced more than 60 blaxploitation 
movies. 

The trajectory of blaxploitation 
can be compared to the trajectory 
of hip hop. Shaft was made for 
cheap, featured lots of sex and vio- 
lence, a gritty urban backdrop and 
an anti-establishment stance. 
When that formula proved suc- 
cessful, the instant response for

major and independent studios 
was to make more of the same, 
just as NWA’s Straight Outta 
Compton spawned the tide of 
gangster rap that has yet to abate. 
And like rap, the people who 
were pulling the strings and count- 
ing the money were ultimately 
white. While Sweetback, Shaft and 
Superfly all had black directors, 
much of the blaxploitation that fol- 
lowed was made by white direc- 
tors with backgrounds in exploita- 
tion films or television and the 
product was directed toward 
drive-in crowds as much as black 
audiences. The result was fre- 
quently less than Afrocentric, less 


than revolutionary and less than 
watchable. It’s pretty easy to laugh 
at the huge hair, vertigo-inducing 
fashions and jive talk, but however 
shoddy and dated some of these 
films are, there are a few high (and 
low) lights worth talking about. 
Sweet Sweetback’s 
Baadasss Song (1971) — 
Writer/director/star Melvin Van 
Peebles’ film is considered the first 
blaxploitation movie. Starring 
“The Black Community” and dedi- 
cated to “all the brothers and sis- 
ters who have had enough of the 
Man,” it follows hung hustler 
named Sweetback who becomes a 
fugitive when he saves a black 
activist from two white cops by 
beating them bloody with their 
own handcuffs. From there on in, 
it’s Run, Sweetback, Run, with the 
hero traversing various urban 
backdrops, pausing occasionally 
to have awkward sex or witness 
more police brutality. Dark, grainy, 
jerky and sloppy, with dated psy- 
chedelic camera effects dropped 
in randomly, it struggles toward 
coherency, but never achieves any 
compelling kind of momentum. 
Nonetheless, the authentic urban 
backdrops, the hipster’s knowl- 
edge of L.A’s sex and drugs scene 
and the choogling soul jazz score 
had a profound influence on blax- 


ploitation and mainstream cinema. 

Superfly (1972) — Ron O'Neal 
follows in Sweetback’s footsteps 
as natty pusher Priest, who is plan- 
ning one last big deal to usher in 
his retirement, obviously an 
unlikely film protagonist. For its 
reliance on sex (in a bathtub of 
course), drug use and violence as 
plot devices, it’s actually kind of 
boring, but it’s redeemed by a 
more than decent Curtis Mayfield 
soundtrack. 

Black Caesar (1972) — Ex- 
football star Fred Williamson stars 
as Tommy Gibbs, a kid from New 
York’s mean streets who stands up 


to the white mob and forges his- 


own black crime syndicate, only to 
lose touch with his community and 
meet a bad end. Liberally spiked 
with sex and violence, the film’s 
high point arrives as Gibbs beats a 
vicious and corrupt police com- 
missioner with a shoeshine box 
before shining up his face and 
forcing him to sing Mammy. 
Williamson starred in the sequel, 
Hell Up in Harlem, as well as in 
the title roles of Hammer, 
Slaughter and Black Eye. Director 
Larry Cohen went on to make It’s 
Alive (about killer babies) and Q: 
the Flying Serpent. The James 
Brown score to Black Caesar is 
heavily sampled on rap records. 
Coffy (1972) and Foxy Brown 
(1974) — These are the archetypal 
blaxploitation films, featuring Pam 
Grier in the title roles as a foxy 
mama with a towering afro seek- 
ing revenge against white crime 
lords. Both were directed by Jack 
Hill, a vet of B-grade horror and 
sexploitation flicks (his knowledge 
of women’s prison movies no 
doubt helped him choreograph the 
many cat fights in these two films). 
Coffy is a nurse who disguises 
herself as a hooker to get back at 
the white drug dealers who have 
turned her 12-year-old sister into a 
junkie. Foxy Brown is a foxy 
mama who disguises herself as a 
hooker to infiltrate the white drug 
cartel that murdered her boyfriend

I'm disappointed because we can’t sit on the 
patio. Well I guess we still could have sat on 
the patio — looking out_on the surprisingly 
lush back lane. 

On a big eating day nothing beats the 
Sweetwater’s “The Works” a dish featuring 
eggs, choice of ham, sausage or bacon, a fluffy 
grilled potato patty and choice of muffin, 
toast, cheese biscuit, corn bread or pancake.

oday, everyone's favorite 

topic: vaginal discharge. 

Now wait, guys! Before you 
turn away and go, ‘Yec-c-ch!’

In case you're not with the 
program yet, some basics: 
Vaginal discharge is the sticky 
or Creamy or slippery substance 
that is often found on your 
underwear or on toilet paper 
after wiping yourself.
